1,000 cars of ore are on the side- tracks, await- 
ing the settlement of existing complications.

ties will so depreciate in value that the monometal- 
lists will also be convinced that some action must be 
taken with sliver to restore it to ite legitimate use, 
which it has held from time immemorial.

MEXICO’S ATTITUDE. 


No Truth im the Rumor That She Will 
Suspend Free Coinage. 

CITY OF MEXICO, June 80.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Limantour wishes to announce to 
the world that there is no truth in the rumor 
that Mexico contemplates suspending the 
free coinage of silver. On the contrary, all 
of the Mexican mints will be worked to their 
utmost capacity. The mint Mm this city coins 


$14,000,000 this month. Machinery is now be 
ing erected which will jimcrease the capacity 
to $18,000,000 a month. There are ten other 
mints in the Republic which have a smaller 
capacity. At present there is a scarcity of 
circulating medium, due mainly to the ex- 
portation of Mexican silver dollars, This 
drain upon the finances of the country must 
be met by increased coinage. Mexico has 
furthermore a certain and unfailing market 
in Asia forall her dollars. The increasing 
exportations of coffee and other products 
will enable Mexico to export more dollars 
than ever before. Silver is produced in Mex- 

ico cheaper than in the United States, and 
the fall in price will be less acutely felt here 
than in the neighboring Republic. 


DISCONTENT AT CALCUTTA. 

CaLcuTTa, June 80.—Discontent has been 
caused bythe action ofthe Government in 
selling Indian Council bililsat a price below 
16 pence, to which price the India market 
was settling down. The price to which sil- 
ver has failen clearly demonstrates the 
bankrupt condition to which India would 
have been reduced had the changein the 
standard been delayed until the United States 
ceased buying the metal. 

At Simla imported silver win certainly 
not be admitted to free coinage. 

Business in Shanghai has been paralyzed 
by the changes madein the currency system 
of India and the ruinous import duties, es- 
pecially those levied on opium and india 
yarns.

Views of Vice-Admiral Colomb on 
General Naval Affairs. | 


COMPARATIVE MERITS OF THE BATTLE- 
SHIP AND THE CRUISER. 


The Sort of Ships the United States 
Should Construct—She Should Have a 
Strong Force of Battleships—He Has 
a High Opinion of the New York— 

Foreign News. 


Lorpor, Jane 80.—Vice Admiral d. R. 
Colomd of the British Navy, regarded as one 
of the leading authorities in the world on 
matters of naval strategy and tactics, was 
to-day interviewed inst. George's road by 
an American correspondent. He gave a 
ra pid yet comprehensive summing up of his 
opinions concerning the relative value of 
battle ships like the Victoria and Camper- 
down compared with swift cruisers of high 
maneuvering capacity. 

In the first place, said the Admiral, I 
cannot make a direct comparison of the 
value of those two classes of warships for 
fighting purposes, because they are intended 
for entirely different work. A cruiser can- 
not doa battleship’s duty, nor a battleship 
perform the service ofa cruiser. The battie- 
ship is expected to fight offensively and de- 
fensively anything that meets her. The 
cruiser is the scout for the fleet, a. convoy 
for merchant marine, a destroyer of com- 
meree or a fighter of its on. A erutser can- 
not fight a battleship, but a battleship can- 
not catch a cruiser. Abstractly their re- 
spective values cannot be compared.’’. 

But, asked the correspondent, is it not 
likely for the battleship to become less and 
less Gesirable as the cruiser’s speed, coal 
carrying capacity and rapidity in turning are 
increased?“ 

Not at all. As long as a power with which 
we may some day go to war has battleships 
we must have them. We cannot give up the 
commandof the sea. Our national life de- 
pends upon it. We must be able to follow 
the enemy wherever he goes, to engage him 
at least on equal terms while following 
aim. 

Do you think the situation of the United 
States puts a different face on the policy we 
should adopt in building a navy?“ 

To a certain extent,’’ replied the Admiral. 
Tou see there is only one power that could 
attack you advantageously, and that is Great 
Britain, and of course Great Britain and the 
United States are not going to war. The only 
other nation with a very large navy is 
France. It would be very difficult for her to 
send a fleet across the ocean to operate at a 
distance of 3,000 miles from her supplies. 
She might seize a harbor like Gardiner’s Bay, 
Long Island, for instance, as a coaling and 
supply station, but she would need a power- 
fal convoy for coaling her steamers across 
the Atlantic to protect them against the 
United States warships. The expense as well 
as the danger would be enormous. 

What kind of ships do you think the 
United States should be building?’’ 

Battle ships, armored cruisers and tor- 
pedo boats. said the Admiral emphatically. 
It you have a war with any Southern State 
some of whom are accumulating rather effi- 
cient war ships, you would have to be strong 
enough to take the aggressive on the shores 
ofyourenemy. If Chili, for instance, had 
two or three Dattleshtps it would be useless 


to send cruisers tothe Ohilian coast. They 


could not attack Chilil’s seaports, nor even 
blockade them, for the Chilian\battleships 
would raise the blockade whenever they 
wished to do so. Therefore you must have a 
greater force ot battleships than Chill. If I 
had control of your Navy Department I 
should look at the nations with whom the 
United States might go to war. Then I

THE EACE WAS ROWED IN. ADVERSE 
WIND AND WATER. - 


Harvard Led to Within a Quarter Mile of 
the Finish—A Magnificent © Struggle— 
The Crowd Surpassed An Previous 
Gatherings — Rough ‘Water 
Slow Time. 


New Lonposw, Conn., June 30.—A thick, 
ound fog hung over the city at sunrise this 
Morning. The air was sultry, however, and 
There was a slight 
southeast wind early tuis morning, but 
scarcely enough to rume the surface of the 
Thames. Inſt his city. there was every indi- 
Cation that the Tale - Harvard race would be 
rowed promptly. at li.c’ciock. At the crew 
quarters:¢very effort was made to keep the 
men in quiet surroundings; only the most 
prominent tors and coachers were al- 


lowed to remain in the quarters over night, 
and the oarsmen of both boats lounged 
about, apparently.as unconcerned as if 
nothing of importance were within 
a ‘month of bappening. Both crews 
arose at ‘7. o’clock this morning 
and immediately breakfasted, a hearty meal 
being allowed them. The shells were taken 
‘ down about 8 o’clock and carefully inspected 
by the coachers, It was decided to put the 
shells into the water at 1045 o’clock, and go 
upon the Thames in any event. Ifthe race 
was rowed then, well and good ; if the weather 
conditions should de unfavorable, a little 
practice would be taken, as the race could 
not be rowed until 6:15 p. m. up the river. 
As has been the case for three years the bet- 
ting on the morning of the race opened with 
a big boom for Harvard. At the Crocker 
Hou ie, the headquarters of the college en- 
thusiasts, the final wagers that were made 
last night were placed in Yale’s favor by 
2 to 8 to 1. Little money, however 


went up at those figures. At daylight this 
morning the Harvard money market com- 
menced to look up. The biggest odds Yale 
has had to give thus far to-day are 3 to 2, and 
the blue supporters have been able to place 
their wagers considerably at even money; 
bat the majority of bets have been put up in 
bunches of $40 against $30. At 9:15 o’clock the 
thousands of anxious spectators were all 
disappointed to see the wind veer almost due 
south and also to strengthen in force. The 
tide was almostatits full. It was assumed, 
however, that the conditions would have to be 
much worse to necessitate a postponement. 

The powers that be met at o’clock to 
make nal arrangements. Bob Cook, Yale’s 
chief, met Perkins, Harvard’s director, and 
they decided upon the officials of the race in 
addition to a referee who was chosen a 
month ago. The officers are: Timers, Mr. 
Adee of Yale and Keyes of Harvard; judges, 
nah Cook of Yale and A. R. Perkins of Har- 
vard. 

The weather conditions were discussed at 
length, but the ultimatum had not been 
decided on at the termination of the long 
Giscussion. Nelther crew is particularly 
desirous of rowing the race if the. breeze 
continues. 

The crews are the lightest this year that 
have. rowed for several seasons and a 
strong head wind and a choppy sea are not 
alatable to either eight on this account.

Verhoeff was a young man of means, who 
bad been educated at Harvard and the Johns 
Hopkins University, and who, it was alleged 
by his relatives, gave Peary a considerable 
sum of money to allow him to accompany the 
exploring party. 

erhoeff’s sister was very bitter against 
Lieut. Peary for not having continued the 
search for her brother further than he did 
and alleged that Peary was jealous of her 
brother’s superior scientific knowledge and 
treated him with marked injustice and 
harshness. 

Lieut. Peary denied the charges of unfair 
treatment of Verhoef or of the violation of 
any of the agreements with him orany feel- 
ing of jealously toward him. He insisted 
that be had continued the search for him un - 
tli he felt sure he was dead.

Saloons that nave existed for years in the 
districts where there are nothing but busi- 
ness establishments and no residents new 
petitions were not asked for. Now that the 
new Office has been created and a new broom 
put to work, every saloon inst. Louis in a 
plying for its July rene of 
cense has to get its petition 
sighed bya majority of the taxpayers in the 
bioc just as if it were a new saloon — 
established and asking fora license tos 
liquor. This being the state of the case, and 
the rule being rather strictly enforced, there 
are dozens and dozens of saloons in the busi- 
ness Gistrict, which find it necessary to get 
new petitions. 

Having gone along for so many years with- 
out getting new petitions these old-estat- 
lished saloons have actually forgotten who 
the tax-payers on their particular blocks 
are, and soto find out whom they 
have to get to sign the petitions 
they rush into the Assessor’ 
office and have the plat books hauled out an 
the names of the property owners copied. 
There have been at least 100 of these saloon- 
keepers in the office of Assessor O’ Brien look- 
ing for the names of the people who are pay- 
Ing taxes in the blocks on which their saloons 
are established. 

Chief Deputy Jones cited a case where the 
saloonkeeper had been on Main and Olive 
streets for twenty years and had not renewed 
his petition for years, simply because there 
was no protest against the continuation of the 
saloon there. hen he was called upon to 
produce his petition he did not Knows who 
were the tax-payers in his block and like a 
hundred others had to go tothe Assessor’s 
office to find out who owned the property.

THE TERMINAL DEAL. 


Mr. Gould is dead, but his corporation 
dead hand has just acquired a firmer 
clutch on the throat of St. Louis by the 
alliance formed between theSt. Louis Ter- 
minal Asssociation and the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Co. There never was 
more striking illustration of the power of 
corporate monopoly and of the unscrupu- 
lousness of corporations than is found in 
the consummation of this deal. 

The Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Co. 
was started, promotedand carried to suc- 
cess as an Opposition enterprise to the 
Gould bridge and tunnel monopoly. Its 
prime object was to relieve St. Louis from 
the clutch of that monopoly. Its pro- 
moters ~when charged with the in- 
tention of combining with the old 
terminal interests indignantly re- 
sented the charge and repudiated the in- 
tention. They practically pledged the en- 
terprise to give St. Louis the benefit of in- 
dependent terminal and bridge competi- 
tion. Upon this platform and pledge the 
company was encouraged and aided. The 
most valuable privileges were conceded to 
it and having obtained all it wanted from 
the city the advantages it was granted for 
the purpose of destroying monopoly are 
turned to the enlarging and tightening of 
its grip on the city. : 
In explaining the purpose and scope of 
the deal President Taussig of the Terminal 
Association indulges in the usual sweet 
talk about the advantages to be derived 
from it. His statement that it is not a 
consolidation is mere bosh. Tall intents 
and purposes it is a consolidatlon—a con- 
solidation of interests. There can be no 
doubt that there are great advantages in 
the combine for the two companies — com- 
petition will be killed, expenses cut down, 
and a vastly increased power acquired 
but what guarantee is there that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis will share in these advan- 
tages. There is none certainly in the 
record of the old monopoly which thus 
acquires new powers and _ facili- 
ties. The contempt in which the 
Terminal Association holds public rights 
and interests has deen frequently 
shown. Its disregard for obligation was 
thoroughly demonstra in the violation 
of faith and law in the building of the new 
Union Depot when it obtained five acres of 
street space from the city in consideration 
of leaving fifteen feet of space in front of 
the depot and then built to the street line. 

The whole meaning of the combine is 
that St. Louis“ commerce is more hélp- 
lessly in the power of a terminal monopoly 
than ever. The city has been duped into 
the building up of a greater monopoly 
with a stronger and more comprehensive

MER. DURANT ON MIDAIR WIRES. 


Another lineman was seriously, perhaps 
fatally, injured yesterday in the discharge 
of bis duties at the top ofa tall pole. The 
electric light wires, which are supposed 
to be insulated,’’ are strung so close to- 
gether on the poles that a lineman has 
considerable difficulty in passing between 
them without danger of touching them 
and forming a circuit. Where trolley 
wires are strung on the same poles the 
danger is multiplied because these are not 
even supposed to be insulated, 

In this case it appears that a shock was 
received and the victim fell to the ground, 
sustaining internal injuries, Which sug- 
gests the reflection that if the wires were 
under ground linemen could not fall. The 
danger from the electric current would 
also be lessened if not wholly done away 
because of the greater ease with which 
repairs could be made. Mr. George F. 
Durant of the Bell Telephone Co. 
seems to think so too for he says in an in- 
terview that it is very difficult for linemen 
to escape the danger in midair because 
rubber clothing is not a reliable insulation 
in wet weather. Hecites the case of a man 
knocked off a pole bya stroke of ligh t- 
ning sixty miles distant. Had this man 
had firm footing on the ground he might 
have been killed by the shock, but at 
least he would not have been hurled 
through the air and mangled by the fall. 

These accidents happen too often. And 
if electricians are to be believed, they will 
continue to happen as long as the wires 
are left on the poles. The argument for 


the underground plan isemphasized when- | 


ever a life is lost either directly through 
an electric shock or indirectly by a fall.

Carry His Insurance— Mrs. Florida 
Said to Have Already Collected $50,- 
000-—Suit Against Haydéck—Current 
Court Notes. 


This morning Christian and Wind, the at- 
torneys, fled a petition in the case of 
Edward L. Robinson vs, Nancy L. Florida, 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., Adminis- 
trator of estate of A. K. Florida, deceased, 
and the ina Life Insurance Co., of Hart- 
ford, Conn., the Connecticut Mutual Life In 
surance Co. of the same city and the Mer- 
chants’ Lire Association of the United States. 
Suitis brought to enforce payment of a 
promissory note for $2,507.25 made by Florida 
to Henry Seiter on Jan. 23, last, and another 
note on the same date for $5,500, which said 
notes have been assigned to plaintiff. 

The petition alleges that Florida’s estate is 
utterly insolvent and that Florida was hope- 
lessly insolvent when he executed the notes; 
and it avers that ‘‘while he was so hopeless- 
ly insolvent, the said A. K. Florida, with the
